THKEE-YEAK-OLD WINNERS. 



During the racing campaign of 1902 
tw'enty three-year-olds won ten or more 
races. Last year the number achieving this 
measure of success w’as nineteen. The win- 
ner of the greatest number of races last 
year was the American Derby winner, Rob- 
ert Waddell. To the second horse in the 
American Derby of this year, Lucien Ap- 
pleby, falls the same distinction. He is a 
good race horse and the same can truly be 
said of Schwalbe, Sombrero, Corrigan, Jack 
Rattlin, McChesney, Aladdin, Hermis and 
Old England, all of which are in the double 
figure list. No unbeaten three-year-old ap- 
pears in the list, except Allan-a-Dale, his Ken- 
tucky Derby success making his solitary race 
with signal glory. The horses that won fifty 
per cent, or more of their races were 
Schwalbe, Sombrero, McChesney, Hermis, 
Old England, Hatasoo, Royal Rogue, Gun- 



fire, Ed Austin, Runnels, Josepha, I^apidus, 
Major Daingerfield, Alabarch, Van Ness, 
Cruzados and Chilton, even so good a colt 
as Hyphen failing to land in this select 
band.
